Israel delays 
move to quit 
settlement 

TEL AVTV, Dec. 30 (R) — The Israeli 
cabinet decided Sunday to postpone Thurs- 
day’s deadline for evacuation of an illegal 
Jewish settlement on the occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan. 

The High Court had ruled that the Elon 
Moreh settlement occupied by members of 
the Gush Emu trim ulffS-naticmalist move- 
meat must be dismantled. 

The government decided on a delay of its 
withdrawal deadline to allow for completion 
of an alternative site expected in about five 
weeks, a cabinet spokesman told reporters 
after Sunday's meeting. 

Israel handed back a third of Elon Moreh 
to its Palestinian landowners Nov. 21 after 
they won a High Court appeal. The cabinet 
had decided previously that the settlers could 
remain on the remaining 60 acres (24 hec- 
tares) for maximum of six more weeks while a 
new settlement was being prepared eight kms 
away. 

The original deadline expires Thursday but 
construction at the new site is still only in its 
early stages. 


KUWAIT, Dec. 30 ( R) — Kuwait Sunday 
increased foe price of its oil tty about 20 per 
cent to $ 25.50 a barrel backdated to Nov. 1. 

The Saudi Press Agency Saturday reported 
that Oman had increased the price of its 
crude by 16.5 per cent to $ 28 20 a barrel, 
backdated to Dec. 1. 

Kuwait and Iraq were the only two Gulf 
countries which bad not followed foe lead of 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and foe United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) in raising their prices. 

The three ofl producers put up foe prices by 
$ 6 a barrel shortly before the opening of the 
OPEC conference in Caracas on Dec. 17. 

The Kuwaiti government s chief spokes- 
man, Abdul Aziz Hussein, told reporters 
Sunday the new price included a quality diffe- 
rential discount of 50 U.S. cents a barrel. 

Without this discount the new price of 
Kuwaiti crude is $ 26 a barrel, he added. 

Kuwait produces only heavy grade crude 
oil which is used in Industry. 

The price of such crude is always lower 
than foe lighter, sulphur- free crude. 

The discounted price of Kuwaiti crude rep- 
resents an increase of 21 .1 per cent over the 
price of $"21. 23 a barrel fixed on Nov. 6 — a 
lower percentage increase than the 33 per 
cent rise in Saudi Arabian light crude. 

The Caracas conference had failed to agree 
on a unified price increase, but deferred the 
subject to foe organization’s next conference 
in Algiersm June, 1980. 

American aid 
to Israel said 
increased $400m 

. TEL AVTV, Dec. 30 (R) — President 
Jimmy Carter has agreed to increase next 
year's U.S. economic and military aid pack- . 
age to Israel by $400 million to a total of $2.2 
billion, the English language Jerusalem Post 
reported Sunday. 

The newspaper's Washington correspon- 
dent said the president' s decision followed his 
hour-long meeting on Friday with Israeli 
Defense Minister Ezer Weizman. He flew to 
the U.S. in a last-ditch effort to get more than 
the $1.8 billion the Americans proposed, the 
same as this year's figure. 

The increase falls short of the $3.45 billion 
of aid initially sought by Israel. But Weizman 
said before leaving Israel that he did not 
expect to get the whole amount and would be 
pleased with $2.2 billion. 

The official U.S. reply on the aid will be 
delivered tomorrow to Israels Washington 
Ambassador Ephraim Evron, foe Post said. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (Agencies) — 
President Carter, responding to foe Soviet 
militar y intervention in Afghanistan, has 
warned President Leonid Brezhnev to with- 
draw all his troops and has ordered speeding 
up weapons shipments to Pakistan. 

The moves were disclosed by the president 
at a meeting with reporters at the White 
House after he received intelligence reports 
indicating that Soviet forces in A fg ha n ista n 
were being strengthened. 

Later, White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said the United States estimated foe 
Soviet Union had 25,000 to 30,000 troops in 
Afghanistan, and that Moscov/ s “invasion” 
of that country was growing. 

Ground combat forces, including armored 
units, had been sent in to join troops who had 
helped to engineer a coup that installed a 
pro-Soviet government there on Thursday, 
he said. 

The United States believed there were now 
an airbomed division and two motorized rifle 
divisions in foe area of KabuL 

Carter communicated with Brezhnev on 
the “hot line,” the Washington- Moscow 
teleprinter link which is used only in times of 
crisis. 


The president, who believed his message 
was the toughest he has sent to anyone since 
he took office, said Brezhnev faced serious 
consequences in relations with the United 
States if he did not withdraw. 

Carter ordered a speed up in arms ship- 
ments to Pakistan but delayed any further 
response pending the outcome of consulta- 
tions with five major allies. - 

Deputy Secretary of State Wairen Christ- 
opher planned to fly to London Sunday for 
talks with British, West German, French, 
Italian and Canadian officials on how foe 
West should react. 

Carter left open foe possibility that some of 
the$ 900 million worth of armored cats, small 
arms and other weapons recently authorized 
for purchase by P akistan might go to Af ghan 
rebels. 

Carter told Brezhnev that the Soviet inter- - 
vention was a grave threat to peace. . 

He also viewed the situation as a sobering 
new element in foe crisis involving foe United 
States and Dan and thought that Soviet inter- 
vention in Iran could not be ruled out 

Brezhnev’s reply was received atthe White 
House Saturday afternoon, but officials 
refused to disclose its contents immediately.

America suffers setback over Iran 


UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 30 (R) — The 
United States suffered a political setback in 
its attempt to punish Iran for holding Ameri- 
cans hostage, but the ground work may have 
been set for a long-sought diplomatic com- 
promise. 

• Secretary of State Cyrus Vance came to the 
UiN. Saturday night with the aim of winning 
Security Council approval for economic sanc- 
tions. Instead he found foe nonaligned 
nations on the Council pushing for a fresh 
diplomatic effort to secure foe hostages’ 
release. 

Before he arrived, top U.S. officials, 
including President Carter, believed they had 
enough Security Council support to win 
approval for immediate sanctions. 

Instead, Council members devised plans to 
send U.N. Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim to Tehran to negotiate the release of 
the hostages, held at the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran since Nov. 4. 

“ Diplomatically, the week” s delay might be 
worth it," said one U.S. official. But politi- 
cally, it could lead to criticism of President 
Carter. 

Americans, if not diplomats at foe United 
Nations, had been convinced that foe U.N. 
would vote sanctions — and foe Carter 
administration did nothing to dissuade them.

JEDDAH, Dec. 30 — The Council of 
Ministers is expected to decide shortly on the 
incorporation of the Saudi operations of 
Citibank as a majority Saudi bank. This fol- 
lows the transformation of all the major 
fore ign- owned hanks in the Kingdom under a 
policy known as Saudization. 

Gtibank has apparently submitted its 
request, together with the names of 10 direc- 
tors, to the Finance Ministry. According to 
banking sources, it is now up to the govern- 
ment to gWe the go-ahead in the form of a 
Royal Decree establishing the joint-stock 
bank. It will be known as the Saudi- American 
Bank and could be operating by next August. 

Once the Royal Decree is issued, the bank 
can go ahead with a share issue to bring Saudi 
ownership in the new bank up to 60 per cent. 
In a recent interview with Al Jezirah news- 
paper, Finance Minister Sheikh Muhammad 
Aba Al-Khail indicated that the new bank 
would be capitalized at SR300 million, com- 
pared to around SRI 00 million for the pres- 
ent operation. 

This higher capital will be the major advan- 
tage for Citibank, since it will permit much 
greater freedom in taking deposits and lend- 
ing. At present, the Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency demands statutory reserves of 12 per 
cent of every deposit and penalty reserves of 
50 per cent as soon as a bank' s commercial 
liabilities exceed its capital Ity 15 times. This 
effectively means that the bank must deposit 
interest-free with SAMA SR62 or more of 
every SR100 it receives in deposits above the 
capital-deposits ratio. 

These reserve requirements earned the 
bank nothing. With an increase in capital, foe 
bank will be able to take more deposits and 


make more funds available in loans to the 
private sector. Higher lending may have an 
affect on the present high interest rates in the 
domestic money market. 

Citibank, which opened in the Kingdom in 
1 955, has only two branches — one in Jeddah 
and its head office in foe new Kbashoggj 
Building in Riyadh. A second advantage of 
Saudization is that the bank will be able to 
open branches in other major towns and will 
do so in “foe not too distant future,” as one 
Citibank officer put it 

To prepare for this. Citibank has instituted 
staff training but the shortage of Saudi per- 
sonnel is expected to cause a major headache 
for foe new bank. Competition for available 
talent is already cut-throat among the six 
banks, so far Saudized. 

As is standard practice. Citibank will oper- 
ate the bank under a management contract 
for “several years,” during which time it is 
hoped Saudis can be trained to take over key 
positions. “As far as the style of management 
is concerned, I think it will definiety continue 
to be run along present Gtibank standards,” 
one account officer said in Riyadh. 

Although Gtibank’s world policy is to 
resist foreign control of its operations, the in* 
Kingdom operation was so profitable that 
withdrawal from the market was never a 
really serious alternative. The top manage- 
ment appears to be optimistic about foe new 
venture. 

For the public, the expansion in capital and 
new brandies outside foe two cities can only 
be a benefit, a Citibank officer said. In effect, 
it will mean greater competition between 
banks with foe “consumer paying his money 
and taking his choice” — something that 
SAMA and the government has long advo- 
cated.

The water will be taken to 
Riyadh by a dual pipe system that 
allows one line to continue at 85 
per cent of total capacity in the 
event of failure in the other. 

Hie opening comes after a flurry 
of activity m plans to supply water 
to an increasingly thirsty Riyadh. 
Last week the second to last major 
contract was let for work on the 
SR2 billion Wasia Aquifer pro- 
ject, which wfll supply Riyadh 
with 52 million gallons a day of 
treated groundwater pumped 110 
kilometers from the wellfield 
above the aquifer. That contract 
was for the power supply to the 
plant, won by a Japanese consor- 
tium led by Kawasaki Heavy 
Industries, and the only significant 
award still outstanding is for 
accommodation. Last week, too, 
the first phase of the Saiboukh 
water supply project came on 
stream, again to supply Riyadh 
from treated groundwater. 

Meanwhile, according to AI - 
Riyadh Sunday, a United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion team is now visiting the King- 
dom to examine increasing the use 
of present cultivated areas. The 
team will report to the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Water in two 
months. 

The experts have visited Wadi 
Dawaser agricultural project and 
investigated the possibility of 
major expansion in the area.

— From the high ground over- 
looking the ghost town of 
Kuneitra, a visitor sees a scene of 
vast devastation.

Most were once 
one or two-story rectangular 
homes with concrete slabs for 
roofs. Now the roofs are bent and 
cracked, lying helter-skelter on 
the ground. 

The Syrians say the town, capi- 
tal of the Golan Heights and once 
home for 53,000 people, was 
deliberately destroyed and ot»- 
cenely looted just before the 
Israelis quit the city as part of a 
limited disengagement in 1974. 
They have produced a volume of 
art- book quality, called 
“Kuneitra, the Martyred .City, 
documenting the ruins in full 
color. 

The burned mosques, enure aes, 
hospitals and schools make it hard 
to remember the other side to the 
story — that before Israel con- 
quered the Golan in 1967, Syrian 
guns frequently rained death and 
destruction on the Israeli farmers 
of northern Galilee. 

Israel wfll never permit a return 
to the pre-war status; the Syrians 
insist on complete Israeli with- 
drawal It is just one of the com- 
plexities on the uncertain path to 
peace in the M ide ast. 


Yet all parties insist that peace 
is their aim. And peace is a 
requirement to fulfilling aspira- 
tions to prosperity for countries 
spending half to two-thirds of 
their budgets for military pur- 
poses. 

Interviews with Syrian and 
Egyptian government and party 
leaders, local journalists and U.S. 
sources su gge st that there is a 
marked evolution in Arab think- 
ing. The consensus is that Israel is 
here to stay. The Arabs now

during its 10 months in office. The 
constitution requires new elec- 
tions to be held in October. 

For many on the left the new 
government means a return to the 
political rule overthrown by the 
April 1974 military coup. The 
Communist daily O Dtario said in 
an editorial that for the rightwing 
alliance change meant a return to 
the past and to before die so- 
called "flower revolution.”

1974. None of the men who 
formed the alliance with him held 
office under the previous 
administration. 

Informed political sources said 
the new cabinet will consist of 10 
members of Sa Cameiro* s Social 
Democrat Party, four from the 
Christian Democrat Parly and one 
independent minister. 

It will be the first time since the 
1974 revolution that no military 
man has been included in the gov- 
ernment. 

The outgoing government of 
Maria de Lourdes Pintasilgo. Por- 
tugal's first woman premier, was 
asked by the president earlier this 
week to stay on in a caretaker 
capacity until the new cabinet is 
swom in. 

Miss Pintasilgo formed a non- 
party government of military 
officers and civilians at Eanes' 
request last August after he dis- 
solved parliament to break a polit- 
ical deadlock.

Hong Kong feels refugee burden 


HONG KONG. Dec. 30 (AP) 
— Built by the labor of thousands 
of refugees from the Chinese 
mainland in the 1 950s, this boom- 
ing British colony ends the seven- 
ties saddled with unwanted 
refugees from Vietnam and 
China. 

Since the efnd of the Geneva 
conference on Vietnamese 
refugees in July, the flood from 
Vietnam has subsided consider- 
ably. But for 57,000 refugees 
already in the island colony, the 
wait for new homes is going to be a 
long one. 

Early this month, the U.S. Con- 
sulate here announced it was cut- 
ting back from 2.000 to 1.250 the 
number of Vietnamese to be reset- 
tled from Hong Kong to the 
United States in December. 

The move, described by a 
spokesman as a "temporary 
measure." is being made so that 
the United States can take in more 
Cambodians from camps in Thai- 
land. 

"We are naturally disappointed 
that the numbers which the U.S. 
hoped to move in December will 
be reduced," a Hong Kong gov- 
ernment spokesman said, but 
added the government was “grate-

Poison gas kills 6 in U.S. 


EAST CHICAGO, Indiana, 
Dec. 30 (Agencies) — Six steel 
workers have died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning because of a 
faulty extractor fan. 

Six other workers overcome by 
fumes at the steelmill Saturday 
recovered later, police said. 

Across the river in Chicago, five 
people were burned to death early 
Saturday in an apartment building 
blaze. 

In Oklahoma. City, fifteen pris- 
oners** trying to have a good time” 
over the year-end holidays were 
hospitalized Saturday after drink- 
ing anti- freeze smuggled into the 



granite reformatory in a shampoo 
bottle. 

They suffered from vomiting, 
nausea and severe stomach 
cramps, after drinking the anti- 
freeze solution, said prison 
spokesman Nancy Nunn ally.

Meanwhile, a high official of the 
United Nations High Commission 
for Refugees (UNHCR) said 
Hong Kong should not fear the 
arrival of more Vietnamese 
refugees. 

Robert Rossborough. acting 
chief of the UNHCR here, said 
there “is adequate room here to 
put them up until w re can get them 
out. - * 

Since 1975. about 85.000 Viet- 
namese arrived in Hong Kong, 
most of them this year between 
April and June. 

Rossborough pointed out that it 
took the UNHCR almost six years 
to resettle millions of displaced 
people in camps after World War 
II but the task was eventually car- 
ried out. 

According to Rossborough, the 
exodus of illegal immigrants from 
China was a greater problem. 

Despite a promise by Chinese 
Premier Hua Guofeng to stem the 
flow and the onset of cold 
weather, the human tide from the 
Chinese mainland continues 
unabated. 

A total of 12,574 were caught 
and repatriated back to China in 
December alone, according to a 
government spokesman. The total 


for the year stands at 87,050. 
compared with 8.192 in all of 
1978. 

The relation of restrictions on 
travel within China and the appar- 
ent belief of the immigrants that 
they can expect a far better life in 
the colony seem to have been 
major factors behind the influx. 

Recently, the authorities in the 
neighboring Chinese province of 
Quandong have cracked down on 
those trying to leave the country 
illegally. A provincial radio 
broadcast last month said three 
“criminals” who tried to sneak 
into Hong Kong illegally were 
jailed. 

“ Even the most stringent meas- 
ures passed by the Chinese 
authorities will not stop them com- 
ing in so long as they think the 
streets of Hong Kong are paved 
with gold," a police officer said. 

“The influx has come at a time 
when much was being achieved in 
improving the quality of life for 
Hong Kong citizens, particularly 
in the fields of housing, education, 
social welfare and recreation, and 
government' s ambitious programs 
in these Gelds must inevitably be 
affected by the rapid growth in 
population which has resulted," a 
government official said.

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NICOSIA — 

Ilich Ramirez Sanchez, better known as the ter- 
rorist Carlos who kidnapped oil ministers at the 
1975 OPEC meeting, seems to be missing the 
limelght. 

The Arabic magazine Al Watan Al Arabi, a 
Lebanese publication based in Paris, is serializing a 
lengthy interview with the Venezuelan-born terror- 
ist which appears to be quite genuine. 

In the first instalment Carlos describes himself as 
"an adventurer" and hints that his terrorist training 
started at the Patrice Lumumba University in Mos- 
cow during the late 1 960s. '* It was at this university 
period of studies that 1 engaged in some modest 
operations of which ! cannot speak in detail," he 
told Assem el Jundi, a Syrian- bom poet who inter- 
viewed the terrorist at an undisclosed location. 

Jundi, who lives in Beirut, said that he and Car- 
los, who works for the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine, were intimate friends." He trusts 
me, and that's why be chose me to write his true 
story." 

The terrorist has also taunted the many police 
1 forces looking for him by giving the poet a signed 
photograph of himself which he says is a much 
bener likeness than the familiar Interpol mug shot 
of a round-faced, thick-lipped young man in dark 
glasses. 

Carlos' new photograph shows him with a mous- 
tache, short sideburns, thicker hair and without 
dark glasses. It is inscribed in English : " For a 
wonderful poet from an apprentice poet — Carlos.*' 
In the interview, Carlos seems to have done his 
best to live up to his image as a swashbuckling, if 
somewhat cold-blooded, figure, almost as if 
seduced by his own publicity. "I am an orthodox 
Marxist in politics, but in life I am an adventurer,'* 
be said. 

Otherwise, the terrorist has been careful not to 
reveal anything new about his operations. 

" My flair for adventure is in the family.’’ Carlos 
told him. “It comes from my grandfather on my 
mothers side." Hie terrorist said his grandfather — 
"a strikingly handsome, stoutly-built, tall man" — 
fought against Venezuela's dictators in the 1 890s. 

" He was finally captured and savagely tortured to 
disclose the names of his associates, but he endured 
for seven years without giving away a single name," 
Carlos said. 

The terrorist described his father as a “ bourgeois 
lawyer who never lost a case." In fact, his father, a 
salon Marxist much influenced by the Colombian 
Socialist George Gaitain. is an extremely wealthy 
•nan who made his fortune from property deals. 
Talking about his adolescence in Venezuela. Carlos 
said : “ I joined the Communist youth movement 
and took part ip several demonstrtions against the 
government. This scared my father into sending me 
to London." 

He boasted that, during his two years in London, 
where he spent some time teaching Spanish at a 
girls! secretarial college in Mayfair, he founded the 
first international student organization in Britain. 

Jundi would not reveal Carlos' present whereab- 
outs, or comment on some Arab press reports that 
the terrorist has ** retired, " and spends most of his 
time in Iraq, making the occasional foray into 
Lebanon. 

Carlos himself hinted that he is planning a com- 
eback. He saidronly big operations which carry the 
Carlos touch provoke a genuine uproar throughout 
the world. So when you hear such an uproar you can 
rest assured that I am the master mind and possibly 
the executor of such an operation. " 

In his article, Jundi wrote that Carlos '* adores 
children. " 

In London, the Venezuelan is thought to have 
been the hooded gunman who shot Edward Sieff. 
president of Marks and Spencer and a well-known 
Zionist, in the bathroom of his home at St. John’s 
Wood. Hit in the face at point-blank range. Sieff 
survived the attack, which occurred in December, 
1973, because the bullet was slowed by his teeth 
until it lodged less than a qua rter-of-an- inch away 
from vital blood vessels. 

But it was in Paris that Carlos created most 
mayhem. He is thought to have been the man 
responsible for throwing a grenade into a crowded 
Jewish-owned cafe on St Gennain-dcs Pres which 
killed two young Frenchmen and seriously injured 
many more. Then in June, 1 975. he shot his way out 
of a police raid on a flat in the Latin quarter, killing 
two security agents and an Arab informer, and 
badly wounding a third agem. 

The French were convinced that the Cuban 
embassy had aided the terrorist’s escape from 
France and expelled two of their diplomats. 

Carlos made his next appearance in December. 
1975, when he led a band of male and female terror- 
ists, some of them Germans from the Baader- 
Meinhof group, who fought their way into the 
OPEC headquarters in Vienna. There have been 
unconfirmed sightings of him since then from all 
over the world, but his last public appearance was at 
Algiers airport after releasing the last of the OPEC 
hostages. — (OFNS) 
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Pulling the nuclear trigger

LONDON - 

Fear of a Soviet ""threat" lies behind a good deal 
of the West’s present self-doubt. What sort of a 
threat is meant ? Both sides are able to engage in 
mutual destruction, but there is nothing very new 
about that. Even during the Cuban missile crisis — 
which for some people has become the good old 
days when America had unquestioned nuclear 
superiority — President Kennedy was well aware 
that Khrushchev had enough nuclear weapons- to 
inflict intolerable damage on American cities. 

And there is nothing about Russia as military 
giant that would have surprised the West's great- 
grandfathers. The Emperor Alexander I was die 
potential military arbiter of Europe at the end of the 
Napoleonic wars. His generals were not much 
interested in the Congress of Vienna called to settle 
the continent's future. " One does not need to 
worry much about negotiations, " said one. " when 
one has 600,000 men under arms. " 

Have the West’s own economic and social prob- 
lems made the Soviet system look stronger, and so 
more of a threat ? If so, it has happened at an odd 
time. If scholars of Soviet affairs agree on anything 
it is that the centrally planned Soviet economy, for 
all its past achievements, needs reforming. The 
annual growth rate is down to 2 per cent, and the 
1980s threaten further difficulties, with a possible 
shortage of energy and a certain shortage of labor. 

But surely even to suppose that the Soviet system 
could be a model — ora" threat ” — to the West or 
the West's to them for that matter, is to mislead. 

The West sometimes forgets that the most elo- 
quent Russian challenge to the Soviet leadership 
comes from someone who apparently has no mote 
sympathy with Western democracy and culture 
than Brezhnev. 

Solzhenitsyn reminds us of the abiding difference 
between Russia and Europe. And this difference is 
thoroughly reflected in the Soviet system, in spite of 
all the latter has done to modernize Russia. 

Under Peter the Great an office of ambassadors 
was charged with preparing foreign newspaper 
reports for the sole use of the Tsar and his senior 
officials. Today the full foreign and home news 
despatches of Tass, the Soviet news agency, do not 
get primed in the newspapers but are circulated 
only to pcuple in positions of responsibility. 

From this point of view, detente, about which 
some Westerners now seem so fearful, is little more 
than the coexistence of two systems neither of 
which could realistically be expected to replace the 
other because they are so profoundly different in 
their origins and essentials. 

The real danger in the West's relationship with 
the Soviet Union remains the old one of a crisis 
which one or the other might mismanage. As to 
threats of a political kind the greatest likelihood in 
the 1 980s is none other than a Western ** threat ” to 
Eastern Europe. This has to some extent already 
taken shape but it is not the result of devilish West- 
ern scheming, ft is simply because East Europe is 
not the Soviet Union. 


For pressing economic reasons, for developing 
political ones, and for others that are ancient and 
obvious history, the Soviet system, created by and 
for Russian needs, is increasingly strained in East- 
ern Europe. 


The most obvious stress is caused by the differ- 
ence between the Soviet and East European 
economies. Such trade as the Soviet Union needs 
with the West is financed almost entirely by the sale 
of raw materials — oil, gold, natural gas. But the 
East Europeans must sell their manufactures on the 
Western market to pay for the Western technology 
they need to modernize their economies. They have 
discovered this demands economic reforms. 


Communist regimes, used to keeping all irnpor-. 
tant business to themselves, are now having to con- 
template decentralization, the discipline of the 
market, and dialogue on economic and social prob- 


lems with their citizens^ ... 

The’ latter is particularly uncomfortable for old- 
fashioned, dose-lipped party functionaries. But 
already the »wiz<to writtng in Poland, Czechos- 
lovakia and East ^Germany is dealing more and 
more with the economic and social problems that 
censorship still keeps out of die official press. 

The Hungarian leadership, die most ready to 
experiment, has discovered that if economic sense 
demands that people pay a.realistic price for,. say, 
meat (as opposed to the Soviet Union and Poland 
. where meat is heavily subsidized and invariably 
scarce) then they have to be told the facts of the 
situatio n. • 

The Soviet Union, not least because its popula- 
tion is moje manageable, can. possibly ignorethese 
pressures. It is difficult to see; how the East -Euro- 
peans can — and therein lies the threat to the sort of 
socialism that Stalin yrisfaed upon them. — (OFNS) 


Holding Cambodia hostage

NEW YORK. - 

The dimensions of the tragedy in Cambodia are 
now well known in the United States.. Individual 
Americans — along with people of many other 
countries — have shown their concern by contribut- 
ing generously to the international agencies 
involved in the relief effort. Such giving is impor- 
tant, but it is not enough. For the Khmers are not 
the victims of a natural disaster. They are the hos- 
tages in a regional powerstruggle involving not only 
Vietnam and Thailand but also China and, indi- 
rectly, the Soviet Union. That struggle is now 
impending the relief efforts; it could end them 
completely if — as could easily happen — it breaks 
into a wider war. The survival of the Khmer people 
thus depends first and foremost on a political solu- 
tion. 

Cambodia is now a battleground for a war that 
cannot be won. Vietnamese troops entered Cam- 
bodia a year ago after repeated attacks on their 
territory by the Pol Pot government and the move- 
ment of tens of thousands of refugees across their 
border. ( It's a fact little appreciated in the West that 
the first wave of Cambodian refugees went to Viet- 
nam.) The Vietnamese may have the same imperial 
designs on Cambodia that they had in the 19th 
century. But whether or not this is the case, they had 
reason to feel threatened by the military alliance 
between the Pol Pot government and Peking. Now, 
having beaten back the Pol Pot forces and installed 
the Heng Samrin administration in Phnom Penh, 
they are stuck with their conquest. 

Even if Hanoi wanted an independent Cam- 
bodia, it could not withdraw its troops, for to do so 
under present circumstances would be to leave the 
country in anarchy without any logistical system 
and without any defense against the remnants of the 
eenocidai Pol Pot regime. At the same time Hanoi 
cannot end the fighting and impose order. 

Above and beyond the traditional antagonisms 


^between Cambodians and Vietnamese there is the 
military fact that the Pbl Fot guexrillas and three 
ncm^Coimrpuiiist warlords control the half million 
■and; more Cambodians who Kave fled io : refugee' 
camps along the Thai border. By supplying these 
refugee camps with food and medicine die interna- 
tional relief agencies are — .unavoidably — supply- 
ing the guerrillas as weH. (Similarly die agencies 
bringing food into Phnom Penh are unavoidably 
supplying at least romeVfetiiaraese troops and the 
regime they createdL) The Thai authorities cannot 
or will not disarm these guerrilJas, whose weapons 
probably continue to obme from Peking. . 

The conflict is thus at s tale mate . The Thais do not 
want the Vietnamese to dominate. Cambodia ; the/ 
Vietnamese do not.want a hbstile Cambodia allied 
with Peking, and the Qunese do not want Hanoi in 
alliance with Moscow controUingali Indochina. 


Without international mediation the stalemate 
could last Indefinitely. Worse stflLthe conflict could, 
escalate into regional warfare. The: Vietnamese 
could attack the Pol Pot guemdas in andaroundthe 
refugee camps, thereby driving hundreds of 
thousands of jefngeesinto Thailand and threaten- 
ing tiie Thai regime: Equally the Chinese could 
intervene, artadangiftber by proxy through the hill

Over 1 00 years ago, the Dutch were here

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JEDDAH — The question 
uppermost in my mind as I 
reached the Embassy of the 
Netherlands the other day was 
why and how the Dutch were able 
to setup and operate a consular 
office in the Holy City of Mecca. It 
was surprising not only because 
the Netherlands was the only 
country ever to have a diplomatic 
office in the Kingdom other than 
the one in Jeddah but also the only 
non-Muslim country to be rep- 
resented in the Holy City. The 
puzzle was soon solved by the 
Ambassador of the Netherlands, 
Gonkbeer van Nispen. 

The ambassador, who is still 
quite new to Jeddah, was eager to 
talk and proud of the fact that his 
country has a long history of 
friendship and cooperation with 
the Kingdom. It was as far back as 
1872 that the Netherlands sent its 
first diplomaticenvoy to Arabia to 
set up a resident Mission. 

' “ You can still see what was cal- 
led the Green Palace owned by the 
’Ali Reza family which housed our 
first Consulate and also served as 
Residence of the JM in is ter 
Plenipotentiary " van; Nispen 
says. “ When you are downtown 
next don’t forget to spot the build- 
ing, not so green now but still 
impressive, located near the Saudi 
Foreign Office. ’* 

He chuckles as he recounts the 
plight of one of his predecessors. 
Professor Dengemans who served 
here from 1939-40 and again from 
1945- SO and who wrote a book 
about his time here entiled AUah 's 
Neighbours. He describes the heal 
of Jeddah and the busy time of 
Hajj when he made several trips 
on the launch to receive and to see 
off the pilgrims an the way to the 
awaiting ships in the sea outside 
Jeddah.

** There is no doubt that 
through its scholars and the pil- 
grims '* says Ambassador van Nis- 
pen “ that the Dutch have been 
able to enjoy a privileged status in 
the Greater Arabia. Adriaanse, 
Dmgemans; Hargronje and others 
enjoyed personal friendship with 
the House of Saud." 

Professor Hurgronje, who took 
the Muslim name of Abd al Ghaf- 


Arabia. His masterpiece is 
*• ’ecca'* which was First pub- 
li d in German and later trans- 
late J, into English. 

It was due to Prof. Hargronje' s 
wise counsel that the Government 
of Netherlands . was the second 
country , (after Russia) to recog- 
nize the.Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
in 1925. This early recognition by 
Queen Wilhelmina. while others 
played a balancing game, won for 
the Dutch the gratitude and confi- 
dence of King Abdul Aziz. They.- 
were thus allowed to open the 
Mecca office and then-Crovyn 
Prince Saud and Prince Faisal 
were sent on a goodwill mission to 
the Netherlands in 1926. 


JEDDAH — With tbe forties. 
Saudi fiction began to come into 
its own. 

One of the most distinguished 
writers of this period was 
Mohammad Ameen Yahya who 
published bis The Tears of Eid in 
April 1940. It is a successful work. 
The characters are well drawn, the 
use of the flashback is effective 
and the dialogue rings true. There 
is, however, a tendency on tbe part 
of the writer to depend heavily on 
description. At die end of the 
story, his pen runs away with him 
as Ire tries to link the condition of 
his characters to the world as a 
whole. 

It is the tale of a wretched 
widow who spends the whole night 
tending her only son, Saeed, who 
is stricken with fever. The widow 
spends the long lonely hours at her 
son's bedside, running through 
her memory, replaying scenes 
from her life with her dead hus- 
band. It is a moving scene: tbe 
squalidingy room in tbe slums of a 
city, tbe young boy, writhing in 
pain on the filthy bed, and the sad 
old woman sustaining herself with 
memories of happier times. 

The work breaks down toward 
the end. Tbe writer describes tbe 
dawn of that freezing night in 
which tbe wind whistles as if it 
were in the summer when light 
breezes blow and the silver rays of 
the dawn spread and fill the rooms 
with light. The boy recovers as the 
light dawns. It is an artificial 
description. 

Yet even this thin attempt was a 
step forward in that it paid atten- 
tion to harmony and accurate 
description that -was meant to 
arouse sympathy. He describes 
the boy as a lame animal and his 
blanket riddled with lice: filth 
mixed with the tears of pain and 
an guish. These similes express the 
real situation of the mother and 
the boy. 

The style in other parts of the 
work is also a bit artificial and 
incongruous. In Saeccfs state, his 
speech would be disconnected and 
muddled because of tbe pain he 
suffers. He would use every-day, 
colloquial language rather than 
the stilted, formal speech he is 
given. After Saeed has taken his 
medicine, be begins a long medita- 
tive speech in which he criticizes 
doctors who think that cures come 
from medicine. If one analyzes 
this dosety, one finds that such a 
sick boy in that state would not 
have had the ability to digress on 
that subject especially as it was not 
expected of him. 

These defects do not diminish 
the beauty of the story. It goes 
deeply into unfathomable human 
relationships and deserves its 
reputation as one of the best writ- 
ten at the time.

Yugoslavs urged to gird 
for economic adversities 


BELGRADE, Dec. 30 (R) — 
President Tito in his traditional 
New Year message to the nation 
Sunday told Yugoslavs they will 
have to tighten their belt in 1 980. 

“In the coming year of 1 980, we 
must halt negative trends in our 
economy and create conditions to 
resolutely set on the road to stabil- 
ization" the 87-year-old leader 
said. 

He said Yugoslavia had incur- 
red high inflation and a worsened 
balance of payment deficit this 
year and it was necessary to 
increase exports, restrict all kinds 
of consumption and introduce sav- 
ing. 

Inflation in Yugoslavia is now 
running at over 35 per cent, 
according to unofficial estimates. 
The country has a $3 billion nega- 
tive balance of payment and a 
foreign trade deficit of over $6 bil- 


lion. 

The president also called for a 
new international economic order 
which would help solve economic 
difficulties throughout the 
developed world. 

“It- is high time for the 
developed countries to com- 
prehend that in the contemporary 
inter-dependent world their pros- 
perity too depends, in the largest 
possible measure, on the realiza- 
tion of new, democratic relations 
in economic cooperation," he 
said. 

He said the world approaches 
the new year burdened with many 
problems, some of which are 
directly threatening peace. These 
are the absence of any essential 
progress in East- West detente, 
particularly in the field of disar- 
mament, and failure to solve many 
international crises.

“A better world can be built 
only through common construc- 
tive efforts. This involves the close 
cooperation of all countries, the 
nonaligned and others, and con- 
fronts all the world’s statesmen 
with enormous responsibility,”'

strengthened its international pos- 
ition in 1979. 


Government -owned IRI 


There has also been delay 
largely because of inadequate 
funding by the Congress. Accord- 
ingly, in June, the Interior 
Department proposed a limited 
amendment to the act to extend by 
seven months the statutory dead- 
line for filing state program appli- 
cations. This period coincided 
with a seven- mo nth- long slippage 
in issuing permanent regulations 
and thereby restored to fie states 
the full statutory time for prepar- 
ing programs. Notwithstanding 
continued controversy over sub- 
stantive issues, fie administration 
opposed any further amendments. 

But shortly after this limited 
amendment was introduced in the 
Senate, this commitment 
appeared to weaken. At a meeting ' 
of Secretary of the Interior Cedi 
D. Andrus, two key members of 
Congress, Morris I Mall, D-Ariz., 
and Henry M. Jackson, 
D- Washington, and Gov. Ed 
Herschler of Wyoming, the 
administration gave the impres- 
sion fiat it would accept limited 
additional amendments. In fie 
ensuing confusion, fie coal indus- 
try and key states were galvanized 
into action and following intensive 
lobbying four substantive 
amendments were enacted by the 
Senate. These amendments would 
substantially delay implementa- 
tion of fie full regulatory program 
and would seek to limit federal 
enforcement in the short ran. 


Giant firm in Italy gets ever bigger 


The most destructive amend- 
ment would essentially destroy fie 
interior secretary’s regulations for 
approval of state programs, 
thereby making it easier for states 
to force approval of inferior prog- 
rams. This could result in a return 
to the system of non-regulation 
fiat existed before 1977. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 30(LAT) — 
Of all the governments fiat have 
gone into business, none has 
become so entangled as Italy's 
succession of postwar administra- 
tions. 

Every other government of an 
industrial country owns certain 
enterprises, but only Italy has a 
corporate octopus like IRI — the 
Insrtute for Industrial Reconstruc- 
tion. 

IRI dates back to the Depres- 
sion of the 1930s, when many con- 
cerns fell on hard times. The gov- 
ernment, through IRI, first pro- 
vided financial help, then acquired 
part ownership and, finally, in 
many cases, assumed complete 
control. 

Government ownership of 
property and industry is an old 
story in Italy. Principalities owned 
forests and pastures centuries ago, 
and government holdings have 
been expanded over fie years 
through confiscation of lands and 
properties. 

For years fie state has had 
monopolies in the production of 
salt, tobacco and matches. Now it 
owns mines, steel mills, the rail- 
ways, an airline, telephone com- 
panies, power plants, refineries, 
banks, an auto factory, restaur- 
ants, chocolate and ice cream 
companies, foil highways, and 
radio and television stations. 

But "this was not fie result of 
conscious political decision as in 
Great Britain,” Professor Siro 
Lombardini, minister of Italian 
state industries, said in a recent 
interview. “It is part of our his- 
tory." 

Government corporations 
account for 20 per cent of all 
Italian industrial and commercial 
activity, and as a result Italy is 


often cited as an example — the 
country where political interfer- 
ence is most common and fie 
results most negative. IRI officials 
reseat fie charge. 

"They point at os because we 
have put everything into one bas- 
ket,” an IRI economist said. " We 
are more transparent than most 
countries, which sometimes hide 
their activities.” 

In 1978 ERI had total sales of S 
1 8.3 billion, enough to rank it fifth 
among corporations outside fie 
United States, behind Unilever 
and ahead of Philips Electric. 
Among all corporations, it stood 
13fi, behind Unilever but ahead 
of the Gulf Ofl Corp. 

On the basis of employees, IRL 
with 534,400. is outranked only 
by General Motors and its sub- 
sidiaries. wifi 1 million, and Ford 
Motor, with 700,000. 

IRI takes first place, uncon- 
tested, in one category — financial 


reasons. 

An IRI directive says that it 
should "devote attention to the 
problems of growth and of ter- 
ritorial imbalance, which are 
long-standing problems of fie 
Italian economy.” Thus, when 
private enterprise would not 
invest to create jobs in the poorer 
southern areas of the country, IRI 
took fie lead and built what are 
derisively called "castles in fie 
desert." 


PEKING, Dec. 30 (Agencies) 
— China's grain harvest is another 
record this year with production 
estimated at more than 300 millio n 
tons, an increase of over 10 mil- 
lion tons from last year, Xinhua 
News agency said Sunday. - 

Reporting generally increased 
farm production, Xinhua said the 
biggest single factor behind it was 
new rural policies adopted by the 
Communist Party. 

Feasants are now being paid for 
fie amount of work they do while 
private plots have been rein- 
troduced, encouraging workers to 
increase output and earn more. 

Farm communes have been 
given more management control 
over their crops while state pur- 
chase prices ofl 8 major farm pro- 
ducts have been increased to 
reduce fie gap between rural and. 
urban incomes. 

"Rural purchasing power has 
risen markedly dud. markets are 
brisk,” Xinhua said. 

Ofl bearing crops were reported 
up 15 per cent over 1978 to six 
million tons and silkworm cocoons ’ 
totalled a record 210,000 tons, up 
by 35,000 tons. 

The agency said the cotton yield 
showed a slight increase over Last 
year’s figure of 2,167 millon tons 
although the area cultivated had 
been reduced. 

The state purchased 817 million 
kilograms of eggs from the coun- 



tryside during fi^ilmonths 
of this year.v ■.*;£' .

Rhodesia ceasefire appears effective 
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SALISBURY, Dec. 30 (R) — Rhodesian 
monitoring forces said Sunday a ceasefire 
between Salisbury government forces and 
black guerrillas was bolding, despite three 
shooting incidents on the country s first offi- 
cial day of peace in seven years. 

No injuries were reported from the inci- 
dents, two on farms and one involving a 
Rhodesian convoy. A British diplomat 
emphasized the attacker were not identified' 
and the incidents happened away from the 
monitoring zones. 

He added, “ The incidents are not seen as a 
breach of the ceasefire. ” 

The monitoring force’s deputy comman- 
der, Brigadier John Learmont, said a few 
hours after the midnight Friday ceasefire 
came into operation. “ Every indication is 
that all concerned are making every effort to 
make the ceasefire work. ” 

He refused to say how many Patriotic 
Front guerrillas had reported to the 23 
rendezvous points around the country, 
except that over 100 had turned up at one in 
northern Rhodesia. 

An estimated 15.000 to 20,000 guerrillas 
are believed to be in the Rhodesian bush, and 


British officials said they expected a big 
increase in the numbers coming forward in 
the next few days. 

The guerrillas will then be taken to 16 
assembly areas controlled by 1 ,300 British, 
Australian. New Zealand, Fijian and Kenyan 
troops, where they will stay during the transi- 
tion period up to the election, scheduled for 
late February. 

In Lusaka Saturday, Patriotic Front co- 
leader Joshua Nkomo criticized Governor 
Lord Soaraes, saying he had set an election 
date earlier than the “ two months or so " 
agreed in London from the Jan. 4 completion 
of ceasefire arrangements. 

The change in the situation was emphas- 
ized sharply by a Rhodesian military com- 
munique which reported no further deaths in 
the war which has already cost over 20,000 
lives. Only the day before, hours before the 
ceasefire was due to come into force, a com- 
munique reported 32 killed. 

While obviously pleased with the first stage 
of the ceasefire operation, British diplomats 
were reluctant to hail it as a success. 

The ceasefire is the first phase of the Lon- 
don peace agreement between the Patriotic

New Year’s Honors List released 


LONDON, Dec. 30 (AP) — If s now Sir 
Alfred Hitchcock — Hollywood’s master of 
suspense gets a knighthood in the Queen’s 
New Year’s Honors List published Monday. 

The son of an East London fruit- a nd- 
vegetable grocer, Sir Alfred, an 81 -year-old, 
naturalized American, receives the honor 
after six decades of moviemaking, including 
the classics "Psycho,” “Rear Window,” 
Dial M for Murder ” “Strangers on a Train” 
and “The Birds.” 

Already holder of the American Film Insti- 
tute’s Life Achievement Award, Sir Alfred 
becomes a Knight Commander of the British 
Empire. 

Another knighted is Colin Davis, music 
director of the Royal Opera, Covent Garden, 
and principal guest conductor of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. 

Others knighted are Prof. Max Beloff, his- 
torian, John Sainsbury, head of Britain's 
Sainsbuzy supermarket chain, John Junor, 
editor of the Sunday express and Tanzanian 
High Court Judge Mosfae Biron. 

Also among the 702 recipients selected for 
various awards are six new life peers includ- 
ing Sir Marcus Sieff. chairman of Marks and 
Spencers, the department store chain. 

Australian golfer Peter Thompson, five- 
time winner of the British Open, gets a com- 
mander order of the British Empire (CBE) as 
does Wagnerian soprano Rita Hunter and 
Norris McWhirter, editor of the Guinness 
Book of Records, whose twin brother Ross 
was murdered by the IRA in 1975. 

The Order of the British Empire goes to 
former England soccer captain Eralyn 
Hughes, and to ever- youthful British pop star 
■ Cliff Richard, 39, who had his first hit in 1 958

It could be embarrassing during the cease- 
fire if Rhodesian communiques reporting 
incidents of hostilities continued to be issued. 

But whether or not the attacks reported 
Sunday constituted genuine breaches of the 
ceasefire, it was encouraging that they con- 
tained no reports of casualties. 

There were two other incidents which were 
seen as encouraging by the British. 

A Patriotic Front group and a squad of 
Salisbury forces who are also being moni- 
tored in their bases by the ceasefire force, had 
passed each other on a road but there was no 
clash between them. It was not known where 
the meeting occurred. 

Patriotic Front men had also indicated they 
might be prepared to help ceasefire monitor- 
ing troops lift landmines, which are scattered 
under dirt roads all over the country. 

British troops, who make up the bulk of the 
1,300 strong monitoring force, are manning 
all the rendezvous points where the guerrillas 
are due to report. 

“We are not aware of any major inci- 
dents” spokesman Allan Percival said. "But 
we will be issuing a communique later Sunday 
giving the bits and pieces of the picture.” 
Percival said the military headquarters was 
also compiling information to update reports 
on the number of guerrillas. 

In Salisbuiy, some 40,000 supporters of 
Patriotic Front co- leader Robert Mugabe 
took advantage of a break from the daily 
torrsGts of the African rainy season to hold a 
rally in the black township of Kigali eld. 

They were there to see Rex Nhongo. one of 
the military chiefs of Mugabe's Zimbabwe 
African National Union, who flew here last 
week with some 86 other guerrilla officers to 
help get the insurgents out of the bush for the 
cease-fire. 

But Nhongo, a member of the Cease-fire 
Commission, was apparently not speaking to 
The rally so as to avoid charges of playing 
politics while working with cease-fire ofiV 
dais. 

The rally was held on eight adjacent foot- 
ball fields as a handful of police looked on. 
The crowd, mostly young people, filled up the 
grandstands and spilled over onto the fields 
and tops of buses. 

The break from the rains also appeared to 
be bringing guerrillas out of their hideouts in 
the bush. But scattered reports, none of them 
from the British headquarters, said the 
insurgents were still only in tentative contact 
with monitoring reception points.

LONDON. Dec. 30 ( AP) — The Observer 
published Saturday what it called a complete 
breakdown of the organization and work of 
South Africa's intelligence and security net- 
work it said was provided by a high officer 
who has defected. 

The paper named the defecter as Arthur 
McGiven. 36, whose rank .wiown on a photo- 
copy of his service record was “senior intel- 
ligence officer" in the department of national 
security, formerly known as the Bureau of 
State Security — BOSS. 

The newspaper S3id he defected last Sep- 
tember and managed to smuggle more than 
■50 documents out of South Africa with him. 
He turned the documents over to the 
Observer. 


Observer e Jitor Donald Trelford said." Mr. 
McGiven’s information is the fullest yet 
revealed on South African intelligence oper- 
ations in Britain and outside. We have 
examined his credentials very carefully over a 
period of weeks and have concluded that his 
evidence is authentic.” 

The newspaper will continue publishing 
the documents next week, especially those 
dealing with espionage in Britain and other 
foreign countries. 

In the article McGiven described in detail 
what he claimed to be the heads, nature of 
work and scope of BOSS' 1 9 divisions. 

He said strict surveillance, including inter- 
ception of mail and tapping on telephones, is 
carried out against Africans, white liberals.

Opium is easily detected and requires 
elaborate packing and concealment to get it 
past checkpoints. 

In contrast one kilo (2-2 pounds) of opium 
can be refined down to 100 gram ms (325 
ounces) of heroin, making it much more 
attractive in times of official harassment 
The demand for heroin in Western Europe 
and reduced supplies from Southeast Asia 
and South America is the incentive behind 
the increase in conversion. 

Narcotics control officials fear a new pat- 
tern of worid trade in illegal narcotics. 

One worry in particular is the increased 
trade of opium in Hong Kong. 

Pakistan last year produced a record crop 
of between 500 and 700 tons , double its 
usual production and equal to the output of 
the Golden Triangle. Afghanistan produces 
about 300 tons a year but output is expected 
to foil because of the troubles. 

Both countries export most of their crops 
to the West, but some of it is used by tribes- 
men to buy food, utensils and consumer 
goods. 

Evidence that opium merchants in 
Afghanistan were also switching to refining 
opium came last month when 92 ounces of 
heroin were seized in an Afghan city close to 
the border with Iran. 

In October three tons of Pakistani opium 
was confiscated at a border post in the 
Khyber Pass on the main road to Kabul. The 
opium was found hidden under a shipment of 
food from the United Nations world aid prog- 
ram. 

The narcotics official said it appeared that 
a refinery was operating on the border and 
was responsible for bulk shipments to Kabul. 

Pakistan opium has traditionally reached 
the West through Baluchistan or in small 
shipments on the backs of camels; donkeys 
and mules in caravans across the frontier 
mountains and the Afghan hinterland. 

The narcotics officials in Islamabad said up 
to six heroin conversion factories were 
opened up this year in the remote areas of the 
Northwestern Frontier Province. 


ISLAMABAD, Dec. 30 ( R) — Pakistan's 
illegal opium dealers have begun refining the 
drug into heroin, bringing a new dimension to 
the perennial problem of drug enforcement. 

The move follows a vigorous government 
clampdown on the traditional opiura- 
poppv- growing areas in northern Pakistan 
and tougher controls against smuggling. 

It also reflects the increased success of 
drugs control in the infamous growing region 
of the Golden Triangle” .bordering Thailand, 
Laos and Burma. Mounting demand for 
heroin in Western Europe has led suppliers to 
look for new sources of supply. 

Earlier ibis month police seized seven tons 
of raw opium. It was the largest haul in Pakis- 
tan and was estimated to be worth at least$ 1 
million on the international market. 

Before the clampdown on opium smuggl- 
ing there was little incentive to convert it into 
heroin the process is time-consuming. Most 
dealers would stop the conversion process at 
morphine and sell tablets known as Pum- 
pakis. The tablets were popular in Pakistan 
and held a small captive market in Asia and 
pans of Europe.

The Sunday Times claimed the 
reason was that Special Branch 
interrogators discovered Miss 
Lamble's motive for trying to con- 
tact a Soviet bloc diplomat earlier 
this year was an elaborate ploy to 
expose lax security in the SIS.

Miss Lamble. 44, was placed on 
sick leave last January and sent to 
a psychiatrist by hersuperiore. She 
bad worked for SIS at the Defense 


Department for 25 years. 

She was arrested Nov. 24, two 
days after she wrote to the uniden- 
tified Soviet bloc diplomat, detail- 
ing SIS security deficiencies. 

The Sunday Times said Miss 
Lamble apparently knew that her 
letter would be intercepted by 
Ml 5. which hunts down spies and 
security leaks in Britain, and 
would thus trigger a security probe 
into SIS. 

Her attorney, Peter Cadman, 
declined to discuss the case, but 
said, “her complaints are being 
investigated.”
